Parliamentary censure was 
meted out late Tuesday night 
to independent Patrick 
McGeer sifter he called Re¬ 
sources Minister Robert Wil¬ 
liams "spineless and weak- 
kneed." 

McGeer was "named" by 
Speaker Gordon Dowding, and 
will be barred from the Legis¬ 
lature until Thursday. 

McGeer, criticizing the min¬ 
ister’s handling of Vancouver 
city’s attempt to have seven 
acres at Jericho Beach made 
into a park, had first called 
the minister ."spineless." 

At the request of chairman 
Harley Dent, he witlidrew the 
term and continued his 
speech, calling the minister 
"spineless and weak-kneed." 

Dent turned to the Speaker 
and e.vplained McGeer’s ac¬ 
tions, and Dowding said he 
would ask McGeer "just 
once" to withdraw the terms. 

McGeer said he would with¬ 
draw if he was given an ex¬ 
planation of the language 
which the Speaker defined as 
unparliamentary. 

He was immediately 
"named," and a motion from 
the government was upheld 
30-8. 


Key slaying 
‘^coverup’ 
jolts Kenya 

NAIROBf (UPi) A spe¬ 
cial parliamentary committee 
investigating the murder of 
one of Kenya’s most promi¬ 
nent politicians said Tuesday 
its probe uncovered a, massive 
|)ol'ice coverup amf saved a 
deeply divided nation from 
civil war. 

Branding the Kenyan police 
investigation of the death of 
J. M. Kariuki in March "far¬ 
cical from start to finish," the 
committee recommended 
sweeping changes in the 
higher echelons of the force.

It also called for the suspen¬ 
sion of Ben Gethi. the head qf 
ihe country’s elite paramili¬ 
tary force, known as the Gen¬ 
eral Service Unit, because, it 
said, evidence pointed to 
Gethi having been involved in 
Kariuki’s death. 

Political observers said the 
committee document, issued 
after weeks of investigation, 
was one of the most explosive 
in Kenya’s 12 years of inde¬ 
pendence. 

It centred on the assassi¬ 
nation March 2 of Kariuki, 
one of Kenya’s most papular 
and outspoken parliamentary 
m e m b e-r s , whose bullet- 
riddled body was later found 
in scrubland several miles 
from the capital. 

Since the murder and a 
'series of bomb blasts around 
the same time. Kenya, long 
regarded as one of the most 
stable nations in Africa, has 
been rocked by a period of 
unrest.

SUEZ, Egypt (AP) — Mous- 
sa the tailbr pedals madly on 
an ancient sewing machine to 
malVe new robes for the open¬ 
ing of the Suez canal. 

Ahmed the hawker is bur¬ 
dened with an e.xtra load of 
cowhorn shoe horns which he 
hopes to sell to foreign sea¬ 
men. 

Eissa the tavern owner is 
slocking up on scotch whisky, 
< lerman beer' and United 
.Slates cigarettes in his St. 
James bar. His tattered book 
of customer testimonials 


says. "Conrad Hilton, eat 
your heart out." 

TTiis Red Sea gateway to 
the canal is eagerly awaiting 
its first merchaot ships. It 
looks to the ships for pros¬ 
perity after eight lean years 
of war. uneasy peace and 
maritime stagnation. 

Until a year ago Suez was 
almost a ghost town. Israeli 
artilleiy destroyed 80 per cenf 
of its buildings after the canal 
was closed by the 1967 war. 
Fewer than .I.OOO inhabitants 
were living in tjie rubble ‘ 
when Israeli tanks rolled 


down the m^in street in Oc¬ 
tober, 1973. 

"I wei)t wlien I saw those 
tanks," said Yahya Awad, one 
of those who stayed through 
the last war. "Now I laugh 
when I see those tanks rusting 
outside my window. And I will 
weep w'ith joy w'hcn our pres¬ 
ident reopens the canal next 
Thursday." 

Suez is a boom town again 
with 150.000 residents and 
more pouring in. 

ITie sho|Js are open. New 
suburbs have sprung up with 
rcconslrui U'JU aid from Saudi 


Arabia and Kuwait. The BeL 
Air Hotel Is full of guests fc^ 
the canal-opening cerentefly 
and the streets are lined with 
banners praising Allah, Pres¬ 
ident Ajiwar Sadat and the 
Suez Canal Authority. 

Pumpirig away on his se^v- 
ing machine, Moussa saj^s he 
is too busy to talk: "Go away, 
no time. All my customers 
want to look their best for 
President Sadat.” 

Foreign firms are already 
expressing interest in a new 
Suez duty-free zone es- 
tab’lished by Sadat.

DAWSONVILLE. Ga. (UPI) 
— An old B-25 bomber, still 
Vearing Second World War 
camouflage paint, crashed 
into a hillside early Tuesday, 
killing the two persons aboard 
and scattering a ton of mari¬ 
juana and considerable cash 
over the area. 

It was the second crash of a 
pot-laden old warplane in the 
southern U.S. within a week. 

Robert McOacken, an 
agent of the Georgia Bureau 
of Investigation, said there 
were about 40 50-pound bags 
ol marijuana on the plane. 
There was also a large sum of 
money in J20 and $100 bills in 
the wreckage. 

The Dawson County 
sheriff’s department said the 
bodies were too badly bunied 
to identify immediately. 

Tw-o Florida men were 
killed last Thursday when a 
j)lane loaded with marijuana 
crash^ near the Rockwood, 
TennT airport. 


$250,000 in antiques 

Purchase faked, 
castle emptied 

BR.4UBACK (APi ‘— A 13tlj-century castle on the 
Rhine has been plundered of valuable furnishings hy s 
Briton who faked a $l-million purchase contract, West 
German police said Tuesday. 

They gave this account; 

Rheinstein Castle was sold last September to a 47- 
year-old Briton who identified hims^f as Peter Lodge. 
But Dutchess Barbara von Mecklenburg said she never 
received Lodge’s first payment which was due last Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Instead, the dutchess complained, her family’s cas¬ 
tle w'as stripped of antiques worth more than $250,(XX) 
^and sold at auctions aroum} Europe by Lodge and his 
self-described secretary, Thomas Allen, 47. 

The* two disappeared after an auction last month In 
C^ologne where they apparently sold a truckload of cas¬ 
tle furnishings. Attempts to reach the two at the 
exclusive London address they gave — 44 Duke Street, 
St. James — were unsuccessful. 

Investigations showed the two had been convicted 
of tliefts and swindles in Britain before they came to 
y VVest Germany, where they are also suspects in another 
^ castle break-in.

A royal commission into all 
aspects of the forest industry 
will be launched within the 
month. Forests Minister Rob¬ 
ert Williams -announced Tues¬ 
day. 

Williams made the state¬ 
ment in resfxjnsc to a ques¬ 
tion from Scott Wallace (PC- 
Oak Bay) who had asked 
when the promised inquiry 
into the industiy would take 
place and what form it would 
take. 

Outside the house, Williams 
said it had not yet been deter¬ 
mined by the cabinet what 
form the royal commission 
would take but it w'as clear 
that a full inquiry was need¬ 
ed. 

“It’s still to be determined 
what form the inquiry will 
* take,” he said. *T was ans¬ 
wering a direct question from 
the member from Oak Bay. 
But it’s clear that there is a 
need for a commission of in¬ 
quiry much like in the 1950s 
under the late Chief Justice 
Sloan.’’ 


The Sloan royal commission 
was conducted in 1957. 

Williams said that while the 
commission would look into 
all aspects of the forest in¬ 
dustry it would concentrate 
particularly on forest tenure. 

"One of the main problems 
is that of tenure," he said. 
"Dr. (Peter) Pearce has Just# 
completed a task force report 
which .provides just the his¬ 
tory of tenure indicating that, 
the bulk of tenure agreements 
favor the major multi-na¬ 
tional forest companies. The 
question of how to change 


nhat would be rightfully the 
role of a i*oyal commission.’’ 

Asked when the appoint¬ 
ment of a commissioner 
would take place, Williams 
aaswered, “Well, certainly we 
see within the month.” In the 
house he had said the an¬ 
nouncement would be made in 
the near future. 

Williams said the final se¬ 
lection of the person to con¬ 
duct the commissioa had not 
yet been made and that he did 
not wish to speculate at this 
time on who was being co»i- 
sidered. 


“Bui there are real prob¬ 
lems In communities up- 
Island where there are these 
forest tenures that prevent ex¬ 
pansion the community. 
The Indians are not participa¬ 
ting in the development of 
forest resources on the w'est 
coast, and sifiall enterprises 
arc not flourishing or develop¬ 
ing the way they might.

POSTIES and booze today no relation 
intended re tlie two subjects, but both pose 
rather large problems nevertheless. 

We have the head of the postal carriers 
union, a Joe Davidson, an immigrant to this 
country, telling the (Canadian public it can go 
to hell, which, I guess, is his prerogative. 
Now I don’t mind one of us telling the rest of 
us where to head in, but I’m becoming jnare 
and more fed up with immigrants from the 
British Isles coming over here and fomenting 
trouble in the labor movement Almost seems 
as though they figure we should have as 
much disruption in Canada a.s they’ve got 
ov-er there in the Old Country. 

IT IS COMMON knowledge that the 
hierarchy of tlie Postal union is abtnrt as mil¬ 
itant as you’ll find in the whole labor move¬ 
ment. Postmaster-General Bryce Mackasey 
has stated time and time again that the pos¬ 
tal workers should clear out their leadership 
ranks and replace them with some rational 
people. Nobody can accuse Mackasey of 
being ahti-union or -establishment-orientcxi. 
His labor background belies such talk- 

A times Mackasey appears to be taking a 
firm stand agaihst the hard-core trouble 
makers of this particular union. So far, how- 
e\er, it has been rhetoric with little tangible 
action, 

AT OTHER TIMES, Mackasey takes the 
soft line, part of which sounds suspiciously 
like bribery. For instance: 

Just recently he stated he would spend 
more on recreation for postal employees so 
they can play their favorite games during 
work breaks. 

He said he plans to see that .swimming 
pools, tennis courts and gymnasiums are 
made available to post office employees dur¬ 
ing lunch breaks and after work. 

Loverly, just ruddy loverly. Why not a 
pitch and putt golf course? Or a few' indoor 
badminton courts, or an artificial ice rink or 
two? 

WHY STOP at swimming holes, tennis 
courts and gymnasiums? First run movies 
should be shown, a different movie every 
week ind vv-hat.about a nice ridii^ academy 
or a soccer pitch? 

Mackasey also said he would give 510,(XX) 
in government assistance to the Canadian 
Postal curling championship, which will be 
held in Winnipeg this year. 

If the postal employee.s want a national 
curling championship, let tlicm foot their own 


bill or let them go out and find a distillery to 
pay the shot. I don’t want to pay one cent for 
a national curling championship — for the 
posties — or for tl>e ladies, for the mLxed, for 
the police or for any group. 

LESTER PEARSON started the giveaway 
many years ago with a ridiculous settlement 
to Seaway workers. Now Mackasey could be 
doing the same with his blandishments to the 
posties. Other crown corporations will want 
the same fat-of-the-land treatment and the 
precedent will be there to back them up. 

You’d think he was dealing with a bunch 
of super athletes, that he was giving out 
bonuses to get them on the dotted line. And 
wivat is so completely galling is that our pos¬ 
tal service might well be on a par with the 
original Wells Fargo. It has deteriorated 
markedly ever since this civil wrvice was 
given the right to unionize, to withhold sei- 
vices. The benefits have gone to the postal 
workers. 'The debits are all on our side .. . 


THE NEW CIVILIZED drinking laws of 
our province fail to take into account the fact 
too many of our drinkers are something less 
than civilized. 

It is all well and good to offer civility to 
the booze set if the booze set has shown ma¬ 
turity enough to warrant a slackening of reg¬ 
ulations. but I’m afraid such is not the case. 
Drunkenness is at an all-time high and the 
i-elated ailments, highway carnage, murders, 
brawls, has never been higher^ These ptol> 
lems will increase, not decrease as a resuli 
of easier rules governing the imbibing of al¬ 
coholic beverages. 

Drinking of spirits in public places is one 
example. 

I WONDER if those in power honestly 
believe that drinking on our beaches, in our 
jjarks. will serve the good of our populace as 
a whole? 

Do they honestly believe Beacon Hill Park 
should be made into a giant swill amphithe¬ 
atre? Surely they must realize the idiot 
fiinge would spoil the pleasures of Victori¬ 
ans intent on die bucolic amenities place 
already proviBes. And the litter would be far 
greater than it is at present. 

The local municipalities have the right to 
say nay to this section of the new drinking 
code. I trust they w'ill all show a degree of 
sanity and use that nay in nn uncertain 
lerms. 
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ecutions begun by the govern¬ 
ment were not negotiable 
they would not be dropped In 
e.xchange for a return to 
work. 

In the case of the five indi¬ 
viduals, Lang said the govern¬ 
ment intends to proceed with 
actions under both the Oimi- 
nal Code and the Canada 
Labor Code. A decision wlU 
be made on whether to pro¬ 
ceed with only one charge. 

The government was using 
all legal avenues to enforce 
the law.

processed meal for sale to pet 
food manufacturers, told tlie 
inquiry he sold the meat to 
the retail outlets from 1973 to 
1975. 

Dumais identified the thrCr 
retail outlets as: Corvin Quali¬ 
ty Meat of Monti'eal; Mai'chc 


Richard of suburban Verdun 
and Marche Carbonneau of 
nearby St. Hubert. 

He testified that for one of 
his customers. Corvin Meat 
Market, he included meat 
from dead or diseased horses 
to keep the price competitive. 

"It was I who suggested 
mixing in ^ horse meat," 
Dumais testified. "1 tried it, it 
w^6d," 

&icf counsel Rejean Paul 
later indicated Corvin was ridt- 
aware of the horse meat con- 
lenl. 

Dumais testified deliveries 
to the three retail outlets 
were on an uTegular basis de¬ 
pending on supply, but said 
March** Charbonneau look

Dumais testified he also 
sold meat to Art Burrett of 
Keene Animal Food Ltd. of 
Peterborough.

A WIDE VARIETY of international pundits have 
been telling all who care to listen that ^g- 
land faces disaster.

A year ago our major e.vports 
to the U.S. inarket were sdll 
buoyant, because our produc¬ 
tion costs still allowed compe- 
tihve prices. A year of frantic- 
jacking up of our cost-price 
structure in the absence of 
any anti-inflation program 
has dealt a heavy blow to our 
sales abroad. The result is 
sharply rising unemployment 
which aggravates the social 
unrest caused by inflation and 
such provocative grabbiness 
as the pay boost parliamen-- 
tarians voted themselves. 

Ironically, Trudeau now' 
talks about a shift in the 
causes of inflation from pure¬ 
ly external to partly domestic. 
Tlierefore, h^ says, maijda- 
toiy price-income controls, 
though still p)oliUcally unpala¬ 
table, are now intellectually 
justifiable. 

Tlie arrogance of tlie illogic 
of this type of sickening ratio¬ 
nalization of a particularly ir¬ 
responsible and gravely da¬ 
maging political expediency is 
lieyond belief. So is Cana¬ 
da’s steady disiniegratioh. It 
takes considerable talent to 
ruin this vast, rich and shel- 
lei^ country. 
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cabinet col^ague’s 
who, echoed by all thdCrit 
candidates In last year^'ele¬ 
ctron, had done their utmost 
to convince people that there 
was no need to wony much 
about inflation. 

Last week I pointed out that 
in a Gallup poll taken six 
days before the July 8 elec¬ 
tion, 70 perTient of adult Ca¬ 
nadians considered infaltion 
by far the most important 
issue. Instead of harnessing 
that concern into a tough anti¬ 
inflation program, for which a 
national consensus could have 
been mobilized with little dif¬ 
ficulty at that time, Trudeau 
and his boys ridiculed every 
such effort and declared It un¬ 
necessary as well as useless. 


Tlie Trudeaucrais tliought 
that their pocrfi-poohing of in¬ 
flation for political expedien¬ 
cy was fairly safe because 
they expected a strong recov¬ 
ery of the U-S. economy to 
pull them out of tixiuble at 
liome.. Jolwi Tunier leased his 
fall budget on tliat confident 
expectation. 

Things did not work out that 
way. As a matter of fact, an 
opposite trend has taken 
shape: Our exports to the 
United States are declining 
and American investment is 
getting scarce. 

In that sense the impact of 
external factors on our econ¬ 
omy is stronger now' than it 
was a year ago when Ti-udeau 
blamed it for our inlemally- 
crealed difficulties. 


In terms of partisan politics 
it was the smartest thing Tru¬ 
deau could have done in the 
1974 elction campaign. The 
majority of bewildered and 
scared voters, thougli pre¬ 
pared to accept even unplea¬ 
santly tough anti-inflation 
measures had the key political 
figures prescribed them joint¬ 
ly for curing the country’s 
sick economy, opted w'ith a 
sigh of relief for Trudeau’s 
no-need-to-worry line.

The construction of a new' 
canal w'as not seriously con¬ 
sidered until 1798 w'hen Napo¬ 
leon Bonaparte, seeking to oc¬ 
cupy Egypt, planned to build 
it with the objects, as he 
wrote, of assuring France 
‘‘the exclusive use of die Red 
Sea.” But this ambition was 
largely frustrated by Nelson’s 
victoiy at Abqikir Bay. 


In common with Britain th^ Qdier meip- 
bere face serious economic difficiflties, ris¬ 
ing unemployment and anxiety about die 
future costs of energy-. The EEC wants a 
period of calm after the turmoil and uncer¬ 
tainty of Britain’s renegpliation ‘of mem¬

If die country withdraws the EEC will be 
faced w'lth the difficult and bitter task of “de- 
negoliating” with Britain, it is something for 
w'hich the Eight have no stomach — or plans. 
However, there are no illusions about the dif¬ 
ficulties W'hich the Community will have to 
tackle by virtue of having an economically 
crippled Britain remaining as a partner. 

Asked recently If Britain could c\ er be a 
“good” member of the EEC, Sir Christoplier 
Soames, commissioner responsible for EEC 
e-xtemal relations, toid: ‘‘Tliere is no doubt 
that Britain will have to get its economy 
right — and there's a lot to get right. And 
this is part of being a good member.” 


By implication, of course, these aims will 
be fulfilled whether Britain remains an EEC 
member or not. There is no doubt about that, 
altlxough it would naturally be better if they 
are shared by Bit tain. 

France’s President Valery' Giscard d’Esta- 
ing spoke recently of the ‘’serious and it 
seems lasting differences” between the eco¬ 
nomic situation in Britain and the other Eu¬ 
ropean countries. He added that the other 
members of the Community might hava. to 
pui-sue tlieir progi’ess towards economic and 
njonetary union in spite of the position of Bri¬ 
tain and Italy. 

The sad legacy of tlie renegotiation 
progress has been the amount of political 
capital and good will Britain lias used up. If, 
as seems very lUcely, Britain needs to bonxjw 
heavily from the International Monetary' 
Fund aKer The referendum — and it has 
\oted “no” — the country’s former partners 
among others will be the final arbiters of the 
terms and quantity of such a loan.

Tlie continentals — even the FYench who 
have always been frosty towards Britain — 
still believe that the British have wliat tJiey 
like to call ‘‘political maturity.”

the public to exhibit it separ¬ 
ately in a background which 
resembled the way it had 
been shown over the years.”

The private collection, 
which was donated to the Met 
in 1969 by Robert I^ehman, is 
considered one of the finest in 
the country. Consisting of ap¬ 
proximately 3.000 of 

art, including some 300 Euro¬ 
pean i>aintingst^nd more than 
1,000 drawings, the collection 
was a much-coveted prize 
among museums. But, it car¬ 
ried with it a not-so-coveted 
catch: its own wing. 

This stipulation raises an 
im|»oitanf question. 

Any museum oh\i«m.sly 
prefers to receive a hecpiesl 
with “no strings attached.” 
Mad l^hman. a banker, m)t 
made the construction of his 
own wing a condition for the 
gift there is little doubt that 
the Mel would have . in¬ 
terspersed Ihe art amid its 
own holdings, as it did with 
such other major ((dieclions 
as the Mavemeyer, Clark, and 
Morgan. 

Director Thomas Moving 
found himself in a bind: no 
wing, no collection, so he ac¬ 
cepted Lehman’s terms. 

There is a great deal of con¬ 
troversy about the wing. One 
trustee reportedly de.scribed it 
as “a monument to human 
vanity.” and critics have de¬ 
plored the afiparent egotism 
of l.ehman and another

It is airy, spacious, and 
bright, thanks to the natural 
light (backed up by fluores¬ 
cent when necessary) which 
streams in from the glass roof 
above. 

In this gallery bask an out¬ 
standing assortment of 19ih 
and 201 h century French 
paintings by such masters a.s 
Corot. Renoir; van Gogh. Gau¬ 
guin, .Signac, and Vlaminck. 

The Special ilallery, into 
w hich the Grand Gallery con¬ 
verges across from the en¬ 
trance, glitters, like a gem set 
in k ring with mas.lerpieces. 
such as Ingres’ Princesse <ie 
Broglie and Derain’s The 
Mouses of Parliament at 
Night.

NEW YORK (CPt — Player 
representative RichaiM Sorkin

Sorkin, who also represents 
several NHL players, said:“I 
have promis^ every junior 
team I represent will get dev¬ 
elopment money. But that’s 
as much as I’m going to give 
back to them” 

Sorkin includes Tom l^ysiak 
of Atlanta Flames. Greg Polis 
and Ron Greschner of New 
York Rangers and Bobby 
Nystroni. Garry Howatt and

Now is the time to stock up on that universal bait that ev¬ 
eryone knows will catch fish ... w’orms. 

As summer progresses the ground dries and cornmwf 
earthworms go deeper in the soil to find the moisture they 
must have for survival. Digging worms becomes more dif¬ 
ficult, and the supply seems to disappear. 

Y’ou can assure a constant supply of worms by doing your 
digging now and holding them in a worm “bed." 

A home-made worm ranch costs nothing and is easy to ^ 
build. 

To frame the bed, find an old wash tub and cut out the 
bottom, or make a wooden box tliat is at least two feet 
square and 18 inches deep. 

CV)ver one end with Tlne-mesh plastic or aluminum 
♦sMeen.' 

Dig a hole beneath a shade tiee, or on the shady side of a 
building, deep enough to hold the tub or box. Put two inches 
of lai'ge'^xavel in the bottom and fill the bed with a mixture 
of dirt and garden peat. The mixture will vary somewhat, 
because of diffe>rent soil textures. 

Tlie idea is to make a dirt-peat mbrture that is loose, eas¬ 
ily worked between fingers, and that won’t compact in the 
bed. 

Moisten the bed with a half gallon of water and put the 
worms in about four inches below the surface. 

Cover the top with several inches of loose straw, hay or 
old leaves. This will keep the bed cool and moist. 

Water frequently throughout the summer and feed the^ 
worms a diet of cereal (oatmeal or ground com) and a table- 
sp(K)n of sugar mixed into the top few inches of soil at the 
rate of a quarter pound a week. . 

If you want to get that red color to the worms also crush 
some red bricks and sprinkle the powder in the soil. 

When it's time to go fishing, pnish the straw cover aside, 
dig a few inches and there’s your ^it... ready to go.

Steelhead Society membei's will help the provincial fish 
and w ildlife branch catch steelhead for a rearing-pond pro.i- 
ecl on the Oyster River, but they have their rese^atjons 
abuut'lhe project. 

It is felt by many that the Oyster River steelhead stocks 
are not beyond natural rehabilitation through improved habi¬ 
tat pi-ctection and regulation manipulation. 

The Steelhead Society has also questioned the rearing of 
winter steelhead in the new Quinsam hatchery when the 
C^uinsam stocks ai'e still in relatively good shape. 

The Society had asked that summer run steelhead be 
reared at the Qinsam hatchery for rehabilitation of summer- 
run st;>cks in various east coast of Vancouver Island rivers. 

The Society has won assurance that winter steelhead gu'C 
being reared at the Quinsam hatchery to test the capability

Vic West grenade 
unable to explode 


Victoria police said Tuesday 
a hand grenade found by a 
Victoria West teenager was 
harmless — but one question 
apparently will remain unan.s- 
wered: how did it get where it 
was? 

Police said tlie grenade w'a.s 
found Sunday evening beside 
a tfbe in a lumber yard on 
Tyee Road, not far from the 
heliport. The discovery was 
made by- Joseph Kiss, Jr., 14, 
of 322 Edward, whose father 
called police. 

The Canadian Forces bomb 
disposal unit was summoned 


because the pin was still at¬ 
tached to the grenade. Howev¬ 
er, its leaders notified police 
after a check at Naden the 
grenade was filled with explo¬ 
sives but not capped and 
could not cause an e.xplosion. 

It was a Mark 36 grenade 
from tlie Second World War, a 
tyi)e commonly brought home 
as souvenirs. Police searched 
the area and found no other 
grenades but closed their 
investigation without deter- 
piining how the one found 
Sunday got there. 


Dates were set Tuesday in 
Victoria Provincial Court for 
what court sources predicted 
will be the longest trial of the 
year and also could be among 
the most interesting. 

Seven court sitting days 
from July 21 through 29 were 
set aside by Judge Douglas 
Campbell for the trial of a 
two-county charge against 
James Archie Hancock, 33, of 
1316 Rudlin and Gilles Paul 
Proulx, 30, of 629 Lampson, of 
conspiracy to commit armed 
robbery. 

In addition, Proulx’ defence 
lawyer Cecil Branson said the 
last two sitting day« in July 
might be needed to complete 
the trial. 

That would make it the 
longest trial of 1975 in the 
three-section court building at 
633 Fisgard and the “most in¬ 
teresting” aspect was raised 
by another statement by 
Branson: “I suspect there will 
be some lengthy legal ar¬ 
guments.’’ 

The sources said this re¬ 
ferred to possible use of elec¬ 
tronic bugging gear in the po¬ 
lice case against Hancock and 
Proubc. Hancock’s defence 
lawyer Michael Hutchison 
claimed during a recent bail 
hearing such gear was used 
but prosecutors would never 
admit it. 

If admissibility of evidence 
obtained by bugging gear is to 
be the main issue of the trial, 
judicial rulings can be e.xpect- 
ed to set Canadian court prec¬ 
edents*-It was unsure Tuesday 
whether the trial would be be¬ 
fore Judge William Ostler or 
Judge Harold Alder. 

Hancock and Proulx origi¬ 
nally chose trial by a county 
court judge, which would 
have made their appearance 
in provincial court a matter 
of preliminary hearing. But 
Tuesday, Campbell approve 
a defence request to change 
the trial choice to provincial 
court 

The prosecution originally 
thought a preliminary hearing 
might need 18 witnesses and 
three days. Later, the es- 
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timate was changed to 26 
witoesses and five days. Now, 
it is up to 33 witnesses and 
seven to nine days. 

All court days now set aside 
for the conspiracy trial were 
already filled with other trials 
and hearings. New dates will 
have to be found for these 
cases, which include one 
charge of non-capital murder 
and another of armed holdup. 

The court calendar for 
August already is filling up 
and failure to find early dates 
for the displaced trials and 
hearings could mean those 
cases might not reach a con¬ 
clusion until next spring. 

But Judge F. S. Green said, 
when he presided in the main 
criminal-court section in May, 
that something would have to 
give so Hancock and Proulx 
could have priority; 

His reason was that their 
request fur bail had been 1 * 6 - 
fused and Green lelt an early 


bearing was so “over-riding” 
as to take precedence even 
over holidays scheduled 
months ago for police and 
other witnesses. 

The sources said at least a 
half-dozen of the 33 witnesses 
will hffT'e to cancel or re- 
sch^ule holidays now that 
the July 21-29 ti*ial has been 
set. Thev said strong protests 
could be e.vpected to provin¬ 
cial authorities from police 
unions. 

Hancock and Proulx also 
face separate charges in two 
unsuccessful bank-manager 
extortion cases in Greater 
Victoria earlier this year and 
are to undergo trial or hear¬ 
ing later. 

Each was out on bail when 
they were arrested late in 
April on a joint charge of con¬ 
spiracy between April 1 and 
25 tovcommit armed robbery 
by planning to rub an em¬ 
ployee of the liquor store at 


1310 Esquimau and an. em¬ 
ployee of Mac’s store at 265 
Menzies. 

Regional chief prosecutor J. 
\V. Anderson said Tuesday a 
decision had not yet been 
made on who would lead the 
prosecution forces^ at the July 
trial.

Underneath that ego 
lies genuine charm

Robert Riggs, 57. lately of the 
Mother’s Day massacre and the Houston 
Astrodome fiasco, likes to play tennis 
with definitions — for a profit. 

He’s far, from being just a tennis 
player — though he won Wimbledon 
35-odd years ago. 

And he’s not exactly a sex syo^l — 
though he tries pretty hard. 

Nor is be really a male chauvinist 
pig; although he’ll tell you a woman’s 
nlace is, first, in bed and, secondly, in 
the kitchen. 

He’s nevei* complete h>’pe but he 
rarely gets serious enough for you to 
take what he says seriously. 

He’ll clown around for a buck — 
astride a motorcycle, wielding golf club, 
lacrosse iJtick, umbrella or ti^ lo the 
rear of a donkey if need be. 

But all clown he is not. as the Victori¬ 
an’s Tony Simnett, 18 years his junior, 
may find out later tonight at the Memo¬ 
rial Ai'ena. 

H he has an Achilles heel, it’s not hLs 
age,swhich ill on the loveable side of el¬ 
derly. 

Nor is jt a loose liver; for despite the 
swinging single’s image, this veteran of 
tw«o divorces is itill an apple-pde fan of 
mixed doubles, tennis-playing children 
and the rules that go along with it all. 

Riggs is no spendthrift and says he’s 
banked or invested most of the $lVi 
million he’s earned since beating Mar¬ 
garet dkxmt on Mother’s Day, 1973. 

A boaster in the Muhammad Ali 
mould, he can also take a wiiuppin’ as 
he’s proved ever since that Houston fias¬ 
co when he lost to Billy-Jean King. 

Not that Riggs is completely, straight¬ 
forward. He’s not above rigging things. 

He’ll tell you he doesn’t play any 
tennis match for less than $5,000 — and 
that he’s suffering from a stiff neck. 

But here he goes today, apparently all 
set to play Simnett for $1,000. 

"I get along with everybody,” says 
the charming Riggs who gets along with 
his promoters so well he’ll chew the hell 
.out of^.Susar Daddy lollipops or sweat it 
out in any catchy 'T-shirt they care to 
name. 

Just for the record, Riggs was at Cen- 
. b'al Saanich’s new Island Indoor Tennis 
club Tuesday afternoon charming the 
pants off every newsman in the Brynn 
Road club room. 

A red-striped, yellow Sugar Daddy 
windbreaker barely covered an Island 
Indoor Tennis T-shirt ("Tennis begins 


with love at ITT” no kidding) as he 
lounged on a sofa in black slip-ons and 
grey pants. 

He explained how he won a cool 
$25,(XX) from daredevil stuntman Evei 
Knievel by riding (for the first time) a 
motorcycle from Las Vegas to Twin 
F'aUs, Idaho. 

'The main hazards of the 650-mile 
-gamble seem.to have been twofold: a 
women’s libber at a driving tester who 
made him perform contortions on the 
motorbike to get his licence; and the 
fact that Evel might not have made it 
alive across the Snake River canyon. 

"I’d have been out $25,000'if Evel 
hadn’t made it,” quipped Riggs who w-as 
quick to add that he was only clowning 
and that EveTs welfare mattered to him 
a great deal. 

Then it’s on to ‘’’the beautiful wide 
world of women” and how tennis is the 
‘in’ game and how “bending over and 
picking up balls” keeps them beautiful. 

Nowadays women monopolize the 
tennis courts from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. when 
they “have to go home and fix the dinner 
for their husband.” 

But Riggs’ appreciation ot women as 
tennis-playing homemakers does not, 
however, appear to increase his respect 
for women’s tennis. 

“Women cannot compare to men In 
tennis” says Riggs who feels there's 
been something of a conspiracy among 
the world’s best female players to avoid 
him since the Houston game. 

“Tbey feel they have a lot to lose.” 

Billy>Jean King did not honor the re- 
tittTi game clause in her contract, he 
claims, perhaps a trifle bitterly. 

And then it’s Riggs the old-pro as he 
discusses the need to Wunt the numbing 
service power that threatens to over¬ 
balance the modem game of tennis — 
and the need to e.xperiment with die 
rules accordingly. 

Today we’ll see Riggs clown around 
with a couple of politicians, Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald and Oak Bay 
Mayor Brian Smith. 

^t the match that could prove .gen¬ 
uinely interesting is with Simnett, a solid 
club-player. 

And whatever you think of the Riggs 
hype, you have to agree with liim that 
he's paid his dues to the gruelling grind 
of top-flight tennis. 

He’s probably still as delicate with his 
tennis racket as he is deft with his ton¬ 
gue.

Mill rate top coming off 


Twenty-one days after mu¬ 
nicipal councils in B.C. struck 
mill rates and budgets for the 
year, Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister James Lorimer has 
agreed to raise the mill rate 
ceiling. ' 

Municipal budget deadline 
is May 15 each year. 

Among 29 other housekeep¬ 
ing items, Lorimer Tuesday 
introduced an amendment to 
existing legislation which 
holds cities, towns and vil¬ 
lages to specific mill rate ceil¬ 
ings. 

The amendment merely 
adds the word to existing law 
that the ceilings remain in ef¬ 
fect “unless a rate in e.xcess 


of that limit is approved by 
the Inspector of Municipal¬ 
ities; but^ for the year 1975 
... the approval of the in¬ 
spector may be granted after 
the adoption of the bylaw im¬ 
posing rates and, if so grant¬ 
ed, is retroactive to the extent 
necessary to give full force 
and effect to the bylaw.” 

Victoria Aid. Alf Hood sees 
Lorimer’s raising of the mill 
rate ceiling a.s “not really re¬ 
solving anything.” 

“When a municipality finds 
itself trying to provide a level 
of service to which its resi¬ 
dents h^e become accus¬ 
tomed, the mill rate will go 
up but that pioney still has lo 


be raised,” Hood said. 

“The burden goes right 
back on the property owner," 
be went on, "and one wonders 
just how long that part of the 
community can continue to 
support these demands.” 

I Continuing to "squeeze the 
taxpayer” is not the solution. 
Hood said. 

“It’s the age-old problem 
that confronts all municipal¬ 
ities and it gets down to the 
sharing of revenues between 
the province and the munici¬ 
palities. Until there is a more 
equitable sharing we will Still 
have this problem, particu¬ 
larly in view of escalating 
costs.” 


The proposal and commit¬ 
tee’s recommendation will be 
studied in detail by caucus 
next week. 

Young told caucus Tuesday 
that an arboretum would 
make the best use of the 
building. Conversion to a con¬ 
ference centre was highly fa¬ 
vored but Young said this 
would require e.xtensive air 
conditioning and some form of 
covering over the glass roof. 

He said that every effort is 
being made lo retain the 
Crystal Garden building 
rather than deface it to a 
point where it was no longer 
wortliy ob retention. 

Bawlf noted that the draft 
proposal for financing the res¬ 
toration "does not represent a 
further tax burden for the 
homfeowner.” 

The proposal called for the 
tapping of existing senior citi¬ 
zen cultural grants and possi¬ 
bly deferral of funds available 
under the Neighborhood Im¬ 
provement Program for the 
purchase of Cathedral School 
for the James Bay New Hori¬ 
zons. 

This latter proposal would 
require approval of both the 
Jame 5 Bay N.I.P.' committee 
and the |ederal government.

'Garden notes'

I think almost everybody 
has noticed how his health 
picks up in summer and how 
his sense of well-being is en¬ 
hanced when he can spend 
most of his leisure hours in 
the open air. It isn’t so gener¬ 
ally realized, though, that 
many of our most cherished 
houseplants react in the same 
way and benefit to a remark¬ 
able degree from •''Summer 
holiday outdoors. 

Not all of them, mind you. 
Some of the more delicate tro¬ 
pical kinds, jiartioularly those 
with fuzzy leaves such as Af¬ 
rican violets and gloxinias 
cannot take the sun and wind 
nor the battering of summer 
rainstorms, and are better off 
in the shelter of the home. 
Even these, though, should 
have all the fresh air and ven¬ 
tilation possible. 

Such plants as the florist’s 
potted azalea, hydrangea, 
oleander, Christmas cactus, 
polnsettia, geranium and 
Easter lily are all happier, 
healthier and much more in- 
cUnfid to bloom after some ex¬ 
posure to the weather. 

Most houseplantff do best in 
a spot where they can bask in 
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a little morning sunshine but 
with shade through the hottest 
part of the day, say, from 
about 1:30 on. 

An open verandah or patio 
will serve, but the plants will 
need less frequent watering if 
the pots are sunk up to their 
rims in the ground, perhayw 
around the east side of the 
house, or possibly on the 
northeast side of a sheltering 
shrub. 

There are a few kinds of, 
houseplants which require a 
bit more sun than this, nota¬ 
bly the geranium and the pot¬ 
ted dwarf houseplant chrysan¬ 
themum. These are best taken 
out of their pots and planted 
directly in the soil and in full 
sun. 

Many of our plants will 
have a somewhat lopsided ap¬ 
pearance, due to the one-sided 
light they get Indoors from 
the window. Their outdoor so¬ 
journ, with its all-round light¬ 
ing, is a good time to improv'e 
their general shapeliness. 

This is done mostly by 
pinching out the new, soft, 
(growing tips of shoots or 
branches sriiich are growing 
too long and sticking out too 


far for symmetry. Most hou¬ 
seplants don’t take kindly to 
really drastic pruning, so lit¬ 
tle and often is tljp pruning 
rule. 

Fuchsias, for instance, will 
respond in dramatic fashion 
to this treatment. Wait until 
the plant has made about four 
inch^ of new growth, then 
pinch out the growing tips all 
over the plant. If you lack a 
sharp thumbnail for this job, 
trim with a pair of manicure 
scissors. 

Nipping the tips of the 
branches in this way will In¬ 
duce prolific sub-branching, 
and soon you will have a fine, 
big, well - shaped specimen. 
Houseplant azaleas and the 
Jerusalem cherry, too, will 
thicken up and beixmie bush¬ 
ier under this pinching re¬ 
gime. The Gynura — the so- 
called Purple Velvet Plant — 
1 s a hopelessly untidy 
sprawler unless given this 
treatment. 

When a geranium starts 
producing its flower .buds, 
u'ait until the little stem bear¬ 
ing the bud cluster is about 
two inches long, then nip out 
the growing point of the shoot 


from ^irhich the cluster of 
buds is emerging: not the 
Ylower stem, mind you, but 
the tip of the branch or shoot 
tlvat bears llie flower stem. 

This will stimulate the for^ 
mation of fresh young side 
shoots or sub-branches so 
that, by the time the first bud 
cluster has become a fully- ’ 
opened bloom, tux> or three - 
more bud clusters will be 
forming. Repeat the pinching 
in each case, and you can . 
have as many as half a dozen 
flower clusters on a single 
well-grown plant. 

Rooted geranium slips 
which have been planted out 
to make plants for flowering 
indoors during the winter 
shouldn't be allowed to bloom 
at all in summer. You can’t 
have it both ways — flowers 
all summer and all winter too 
— so the trick here is to frus¬ 
trate every effort the plant 
makes toward blooming, nip¬ 
ping off embryo blossom bu^ 
as fast as they appear. 

Treated in this way through 
the summer, the plant will 
virtually explode ^to bloom 
when you bring it indoors in 
the fall. •

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20, 1977 — Ed¬ 
ward M. FTeddy) Kennedy, kicking and 
screaming, was dragged up tlie steps of 
the Capitol today and inaugurated the 
39th President of the United States. 

For twn yearsj Kennedy 

had waged rf* hard-fought, grueling cam¬ 
paign against his nomination and elec¬ 
tion — which ended in a resounding per¬ 
sonal defeat when he swept 51 states 
(all but Massachusetts) last November. 

The dramatic high point came at the 
bitterly-divided 1976 Democratic Con¬ 
vention in Chicago. The delegates were 
bitterly divided over whether they 
loathed George Wallace more than they 
scorned Humphrey, Muskie, Jackson 
and the other tired old politicians — all 
of whom had been badly battered in the 
primaries. 

Finally, the chant went up, "Draft 
Kennedy! Draft Kennedy I ’ ’ • 

Kennedy responded by sitting in an 
aisle, folding his arms and shouting 
defiantly, "Hell, no! Won’t go!’’ 

But the Democratic powder brokers, 
meeting in a smoke-filled room at the

Independents who listened to him 
would nod, look at each other and make 
some remark such as, "Well, he’s 
honest enough to admit his mistakes. 
How long has it been since we had a 
president Uke that?" Or; "At least he 
isn’t power mad." 

Also unreckoned was the hidden 
backlash v'otc. “So he (toesn’t want to 
be president, eh?" the voters who hated 


Kennedy would say. rubbing their 
hands. "Well, v,e’ll fix his little red 
wagon!” 

Coupled with this, was the hidden 
backlash-backlash vote composed of 
millfnna of people who supported Ken¬ 
nedy simply because they couldn’t 
abide the people who despised him. 

As these three categories Included 
virtually ev'ery voter in the nation, Ken¬ 
nedy won in a landslide in Nov'ember 
despite desperate, last-minute Republi¬ 
can charges that he was "mud-sling- 
ing" — against himself. 

"The people have spoken," said a 
gloomy Kennedy <x» election night, "the 
loudmouths." 

So it was that the most reluctant 
candidate in American political history 
v\-as sworn in on the CJapitol steps here 
today. He then delWered the briefest In¬ 
augural Address in American political 
history. 

"Well," he said, turning to the nri- 
crophone.s and suddenly beaming, "it 
worked!"

The European arriving here was not 
just an anonymous "white" to us; he 
was a person from a definite place wltlr 
its own ethnic solidarity; but the Alri- 
oan shipped here in slavery was just an 
anL^ymous "black," and no one Jqiew 
or cared wli§re hencafne^TrurtT or w hat 
his people were like. Qit off from this 
nourishment, and denied literacy (it 
was a crime for a slaveholder to teach 
his slave to read and write), he himself 
did not know who he was or where he 
came from. 

Yet diversity within the continent of 
Africa is fully, as great^as diver5it>* 
within the continent of Europe. We 
could not see it — and did not want Jo 
—for die same reason, we have only one 
"snow” and one "camel." In the Congo,

across the Niagara Gorge 
near the falls. 

He said he wants Commis¬ 
sion approval for the walk, 
but had not yet been in con¬ 
tact with officials. 


In 1967, the Niagara Falls 
Chamber of Commerce signed 
a contract with Rechatin to 
walk a wire across the whirl¬ 
pool but the Commission r^ 
'fused jiermission# for the 
stunt. " 

Rechatin said lie is staying 
in Niagara Falls until the 
weekend when he will leave 
for Madagascar to perform a 
hi^wire act there. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Ozzie Nelson, the bandleader- 
tumed-actor whose Adven- 
tui-es of Ozzie and Harriet en¬ 
tertained millions for 22 years 
oft radio and television, died 
of cancer, early Tuesday. He 
was 69. 

His wife for almost 40 
yeai’s. Harriet Hilliard Nel¬ 
son. was at his bedside when 
death came. 

Nelson had undergone liver 
surgery eight months ago and 
remarked: “Isn’t that odd for 
a guy who never drank or 
smoked.” 

Nelson, who formerly swam 
two miles daily in the Pacific 
Ocean had been failing after 
the operation and was con¬ 
fined to his Hollywood home. 

He was visited almost daily 
by his two sons, David and 
Rick, who starred with their 
parents on radio and televi¬ 
sion. . 

A funeral service is sche¬ 
duled Thursday, a family 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said Nelson 
died at his home. 

Nelson was tlie husband and 
father in the series that set 
records for longevity. His 
wife, Harriet, on the air and 
m real life, was a warm- 
voiced beauty who joined his 
band as vocalist in 1932. They 
married Oct. 8.1935. 

Son David Ozzie arrived in 
1936 and Eric Hilliard (Ricky) 
in 1340. A' generation heard 
and watched them grow to 
manhood. 

They joined the family 
radio sIkw four years after 
its start in 1944. The Adven¬ 


tures of Ozzie and Harriet 
started on television in 1^52 
' and continued for 14 years. 

In 1972 the Nelson pai-ents 
returned in Ozzie’s Girls, a 
television seri^ that featured 
Brenda Sykes and Susan Sen- 
nett as Iwarders. 

Ozzie’s line of work w€« 
never explained in the shows, 
and-for years he was plagued 
by the question: “What does 
Oz^ie do for a living?” 

He explained in his-1973 au¬ 
to-biography, Ozzie: “If I 
have had a good night’s sleep 
and have plenty of time, I will 
carefully explain that w'e have 
always tried to keep the show 
honest. 

“I was a band^ader both 
on the show and iSi real life, 
and tliat if I were suddenly to 
become a plumber or an in¬ 
surance s^esman it would 
simply not ring true.” 

He added that most of the 
scenes were played as though 
they were weekends. If the 
boys went off to school, he 
sometimes, went to an office 
downtown, but he never speci¬ 
fied his work so “people were 
able to identify with me more 
readily.” 

OswJild Nel.^on was bom 
March 20. 1906, in Jersey 
Qty, N.J. The family was mu¬ 
sical. and G/.zie started in 
amateur musicals with his 
parentat the age of 5. He 
play^ banjo and sand an a 
high school band. He starred 
as a football player for 
Rutgers University, wtxi 
honors as a student and went 
on to New Jersey Law Scho<^.

Rrcoijups Minisior 
Williams denied Tuesday that 
Ihri’o was a romerled effort

The rharge was made by 
Kd Smith «SC North Peare 
River) during debate on Wil¬ 
liam's estimates Tuesday 
morning. 

Smith said he bad been in¬ 
undated with lettei-a from 
would-be farmei-s in the north 
uho>e only desire was ^ to 
• lease, develop and eventual¬ 
ly obtain title” to agricultural 
land. 

■'There seems to l>e a iKjli- 
i \. whether written or not to 
<anrpl out lea.ses,” Smith 
said. “We know that it is the 
philosophy of the niinister 
that there should be no siuth 
thing as land in fee simple,, 
r.ut I iwiuW i-eminil him thal^ 
had it not been for the desii'e 
of people to ‘own their land, 
the Peace River area never 
would have been developed.” 

Smith claimed that northern 
settlers were becoming in¬ 
creasingly frustrated in their 
attempts to obtain leased land 
in the first place, and then to 
find ways around the daily 
roadblocks thrown in their 
way fly department officials. 

"These are not fly-hy-night 
people.’^^ Smith said. "These 


are solid citizens willing to 
work with their o^vn sweat to 
obtain their lifetime dreams.” 

Williams said no directions 
to frustrate lease owners had 
been sent out by him or any¬ 
one else in his department.

Now is the time to stock up on that universal bait that ev¬ 
eryone knows will catch fish ... ^vorms. 

As summer progresses the ground dries and commcMil 
earthworms go deeper in the soil to find tlie moisture they 
must have for survival. Digging worms- becomes more dif¬ 
ficult, and the supply seems to disappear. 

You can assure a constant supply of woi-ms by doing ytnir 
digging now and holding tiiem in a woim "bed.” 

A h^e-made wonn ranch costs nothing and is easy to 
build. 

To frame the bed, find an old wash tub and cut out the 
bottom, or make a wooden box that is at least two feet 
square <md 18 inches deep. 

Cover one end w-itli fine-mesh plastic or aluminum 
screen. 

Dig a hole beneath a shade tree, or on the shady side of a 
building, deep enough to hold the tub or box. Put two inches 
of large gravel in the bottom and fill the bed with a mixture 
of dirt and garden peat. The mixture will vary somewhat 
because of different soil textures. 

The idea is to make ^ dirt-peat mixture that is loose, eas¬ 
ily worked between fingers, and that won’t compact in the 
bed. 

Moisten the bed with a half gallon of water and put the 
worms in about four inches below the surface. 

Cover the top with several inches of Icwse straw, bay or 
old leaves. This will keep the bed cool and moist. 

Water frequently throughout the summer and feed the 
worms a diet of cereal (oatmeal or ground com) and a table¬ 
spoon of sugau: mixed into the top few inches of soil at the 
rate of a quarter pound a week. 

If you want to get that red color to the worms also crush 
some red bricks and sprinkle the powder in the soil. 

When it’s time to go fishing, pyih the straw cover aside, 
dig a few Inches and there’s your bait... ready to go.

The beekeeper has purchased several old transit buses 
from Alberta. 

The buses arc filled with hives and placed in the fields. 

Ihe windows au-e opened and the bees move in and out. 
the bears stay out. 

Buz says the bears are cut off unless they have a transfer 
ticket. 

Tlie buses don’t have to have engines, they can be Irw'ed 
easily with tow bars.

valuable player of the 
playoffs.

No playmate 
for Haida?

Haida \vould enjoy a play¬ 
mate but Sealand’s famed 
killer whale may remain with¬ 
out one. 

Bob Wright, Sealand’s 
owner and holder of one of 
two federal permits issued to 
capture three killer w+iales 
each this summer, isn’t cer¬ 
tain whether he will chase the 
elusive black and white 
whales this year. 

He wants another whale as 
a companion for Haida w'hose 
last mate, Nootka, died in 
1974, but claims there is no 
economic advantage to having 
two whales. 

"It won’t bring one more 
person in the gate,” he said.

He claimed that last year 
he spent about $50,000 and 
used about $250,000 worth of 
boats and equipment trying 
* for a killer whale but still 
‘‘came up dry.” 

He questions how long he 
can afford to do this. 

But Wright and his crew 
haven’t always come back 
with empty nets since the fed¬ 
eral fisheries started issuing 
permits for the capture of 
whales in 1970. In all, he has 
captured about six whales for 
public display at various 
aquariums around the conti¬ 
nent. Only one is believed still 
alive. 

According to Michael Bigg, 
who is ^conducting a killer 
whale survey from the biolog¬ 
ical station in Nanaimo, killer 
w'hales are the most actively 
sought specimens, because 
they are spectacular, easy to 
train, and their relatively 
small size makes them the 
most adaptable to aquarium 
conditions. 

One federal fisheries 
spokesman placed the market 
value of a killer whale at any¬ 
where from $40,000 up. 

There, aren’t any whales on 
the market in North America 
and Wright’s isn’t the only 
aquarium wanting one. 

With tlie U.S. banning the 
capture of marine mammals 
last year, and a similar move 
possible in Canada after 
Bigg’s whale survey is com¬ 
pleted this summer, it would 
seem unlikely that anyone 
with a permit to capture three 
whales would stay ashore. 

But Wrtgtrt IratBtr that The 
whales have a lot to do with 
w'hether he returns with full 
nets.

Most captures, according to 
a federal fisheries spokes¬ 
man, come with whales sw imi 
ming into small bays and 
their captors stringing nets 
across the opening. 

Also stacked in the whales’ 
favor are a list of rules go¬ 
verning their capture. Wright 
could find himself with a pod 
of w'hales only to have the 
fisheries department irisist he 
release all or some because 
they are above or below the 
11 to 16.5 foot allowed size. 

Any while or albino killer 
whale among them must be 
freed. And Wright has only 10 
days to sort out which whales 
^an Be Itepl Before "tlW cap¬ 
tured whales must be let go. 

Equipment and holding fa¬ 
cilities must be approved and 
veterinarian services must be 
available. Only nets are al¬ 
lowed and no harixx)ns can be 
used. 

At any time during the clo¬ 
sely watched operation, the 
; fisheries department can re- 
j voke the permit for any pro¬ 
cedural or biological reason, 
i After the capture passes 
government approval, The 
fisheries department still 
exerts some control over the 
sale. Permit holders" have 30 
days fi*om capture to com¬ 
plete details for any sale. A 
sale contract must be avail¬ 
able for the harvest to avoid 
any speculation after capture.

Sa.skatchewan will have it.s 
first woman member of the 
legislature in eight years. 

Only four have been elected 
in the legislature’s 70-ycar 
history. 

Of the 188 vandidalcs in the 
current cajni>aign. only 12 are 
women. 

'I'hc prosiHjcl of at least one 
iicing elected, however, is en¬ 
hanced considerably by the 
fact that in two ridings Ixilh 
the parlies represented in the 
last legislature have nominat¬ 
ed women. 

In the suburban riding of 
.'saskatoon .Southerland, former 
alderman Evelyn Edwards is 
running lor the Liberals 
against New Democrat Anne 
Boulton, a teacher who is 
completing a master’s thesis 
on sex-role .stereotyping in 
I hililren’s lileralui'e. 


In the mainly-rural ridtng of 
Wilkie, New UciiHKrat De¬ 
laine Scotton and Liberal 
Linda Cliffoitt,, both teachers, 
re|x>il success in their efforts 
to convince constituents that a 
woman can effectively repre- 
sent agricultural interests. 

.Mthough in both ridings the 
Coaservative candidate is male 
university pix>fes.sor Karim 
Nassej- in Saskatoon Suther¬ 
land and farmer Jim Garner 
in Wilkie the parly has its 
share of the 12 vvomen can¬ 
didates with four running 
elsewhere. 

In Wilkie and Saskatoon 
Sutherland, the campaigns of 
the women candidates shai’e 
several characteristics. 

.All four say they aie lim¬ 
ning on general issues, not on 
the basis of “women’s issues” 
and all report little if any he.s- 
itation by local people in en¬ 
dorsing a woman candidate. 

As one campaign mariagqr, 
also a woman, said sm^ingly. 
■we’re certainly condumng a 
gentlemanly campaign ” 


Ml'S. Edwards, a nurse who 
has combined raising three 
children with being a hospital 
trustee since 1961, an aider- 
man from 19(j7 to 1971. and 
chairman of the hospital 
boil'd from 1972 to 1974, say.s 
she has never sought special 
treatment s a woman: 

“I’ve never campaigned on 
the fact that I'm a woman 
and I dcserv'e a seal some¬ 
place.” 

Cami>aigning strongly on 
her municipal expedience, 
some of her signs even omit 
the woixl Liberal, 'fhey state 
simply 'we need Ev.elyn Ed¬ 
wards.” with no other mes¬ 
sage except the styii/.etl tree 
that is the Liberal campaign 
svnibol. 

She believes in greater par¬ 
ticipation by women in deci¬ 
sion-making. but not becau.se 
of any special characteristics 
vvomen may have: I feel that 
women have a loniribution to 
make not so much licrau.se 
they're women l)ui liecausc 
lliey’re [leuple.”

NAIROBI fUPD A spe¬ 
cial parliamentary committee 
investigating the murder of 
^ne of Kenya’s most promi¬ 
nent politicians said Tuesday 
its probe uncovered massive 
l»olice coverup and saved a 
deeply divided nation from 
r;/il war. 

Branding the Kenyan police 
investigation of the death of 
J. M. Kariuki in March “fai-- 
cical from start to finish,” the 
committee recommended 
sweeping changes in the 
higher echelons of the force. 

It also railed for the wpen- 
sion of Bfen Gethi, the head of 
the country’s elite paramili¬ 
tary force, known as the Gen- 
e:*al Service Unit, because, it 
said, evidence pointed to 
Gethi having been involved in 
Kariuki’s death. 

Political observers said the 
committee document, issued 
after weeks of investigation, 
was one of the most explosive 
in Kenya’s 12 years of inde¬ 
pendence. 

It centred on the assassi¬ 
nation'* March 2 of Kariuki, 
one of Kenya’s most popular 
and outspoken parliamentary 
members, whose bullet- 
riddled tx)dy was later found 
in scrubland several miles 
fmm the capital. 

Since the murder and a 
seribs of bomb blasts around 
the same time.

Purchase faked, 
castle emptied 


BRAUB.AOC (,APi A Uth-century castle on the 
Rhine has been plundered of valuable furnishings by a 
Briton who faked a $l-milIion purchase contract, West 
German police said Tuesday. 

They gave this account; 

Rheinstein Castle was sold last September to a 47- 
year-old Briton w1» Identified himself as Peter Lodge. 
But Dutchess Barbara von Mecklenburg said she never 
received Lodge’s first payment which was due last Fe‘b- 
ruary. 

Instead, the dutchess complained, her famib'’* cas¬ 
tle was stripped of antiques worth more than $250,000 
and sold at auctions around Europe by Lodge and his 
self-described secretar>-, Thomas Allen, 47. 

The- two disappeared after an auction last month in 
Cologne where they apparently sold a truckload of cas¬ 
tle furnishings. Attempts to reach the two at the 
exclusive London address they gavec'— 44 Duke Street, 
St. James - were unsuccessful.

Three verdicts possihle^ 
murder trial jury told 


Under Canadian law, there 
are three acceptable defences 
to a murder charge, defence 
lawyer Dr. J. J. Goiw told a 
B.C. Supreme Court Jury 
Tuesday. 

And Onv’s client, Curtis 
William Christie now on 
trial for non-capital murder in 
connection with the stabbing 
death, last Oct. 15 of Clarence 
Stanford Wray - can claim 
all three of those defences, 
the lawyer said. 

In a 90-minute address to 
the jury, CJow said Christie's 
testimwty in the trial wa.s 
“eminently believable.’’ 

’l*hat testimony, basically, 
holds that Christie had drunk 
the better part of a 26-ounce 
bottle of rum and 17 or 18 
Iteers before be stabbed Wray 
through the heart, in addition 
♦o having taken two tranquil- 

mws. " 

Chri.stie has also told the 
court he met. the 53-year-old 
Wray for the first time in a 
Victoria pub Thanksgiving 
night (M’ early the next morrc- 


ing, that he had borrowed a 
knife from Donald Charles 
McCrae earlier that night to 
• protect’’ himself while he at¬ 
tempted to collect $250 an¬ 
other man owed him for some 
drugs and that he had ridden 
in Wray’s car from the pub to 
a sfK)t near the intersection of 
Grant and Femwood. 

The 19-year-old accused 
man testified that, once the 
car had been parked, Wray 
grabbed him violently by the 
hair and pulled him facedown 
on the front seat of the car, 
that he had swung with his 
right hand at Wray from that 
jtos'ition and connected only 
with the steering wheel and 
that h? I'eached for his knife 
rally as a last resort to free 
himself. 

Christie said he had then 
stabbed Wray, realired he hart 
badly wounded the older man 
and attempted to help Mm by 
dragging him from the ear 
and trying to get him to his- 
(Christie’sI apartment, where 


he planned to summon ah am¬ 
bulance. ^ 

But, (he accused man te.s- 
tified, Wray died before the 
pair had managed to stagger 
even a block from the parked 
car. 

Christie said he panicked, 
look Wray’s wallet in an ef¬ 
fort to prevent police from 
identifying him, then raced 
for his room about three 
blocks away — where he hid 
the dead man’s blood-stained 
shirt and sweater, burned the 
identification from the wallet, 
then threw it from the ‘rear 
fire escape.

• Self-defence: Where it 
can be shown the accused 
person suffered an unlawful 
assault by the victim.

The federal-provincial 
"salmon enhancement’’ cam¬ 
paign Is aimed mainly at 
ma.ior fish stocks, .Langford 
said, but it is also recognized 
that small streams such as 
the Ck)lquitz system are vital 
to sports fisheries. 

Noel, a member of the 
Greater Victoria water board, 
proposed a temporary solu¬ 
tion to the two municipalities’ 
water feud. 

A surface line could be easi¬ 
ly laid along the existing 
easement between Onmal 
Saanich’s pumping station on 
the west bank of the lake and 
the water board’s just-com¬ 
pleted main south of Beaver 
Lake, he sai^.

Twenty-one days after mu¬ 
nicipal councils in B^C^^jtoruck 
mill rates and budgets for the 
year. Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister James Lorimer ha.s 
agreed to raise the mill rate 
ceiling. 

Municipal budget deadline 
is May 15 each year. 

Among '29 other housekeep¬ 
ing items, Lorimer Tuesday 
introduced an amendment to 
existing legislation which 
holds cities, towns and vil¬ 
lages to specific mill rate ceil¬ 
ings.

"When a municipality finds 
itself trying to provide a level 
of service to which its resi¬ 
dents have become accus¬ 
tomed, the mill rate will go 
op but that money still has to 


be raised,” Hood said. 

"The burden goes right 
back on the property owner,” 
he went on, "and one wontjers 
just how long that part of the 
community can continue to 
support these demands.” 

Continuing to "squeeze the 
taxpayer” Is not the solution,' 
Ho^ said. 

"It’s the age-old problem 
that confronts all municipal¬ 
ities and it gets down to the 
sharing of revenues between 
the province and the munici¬ 
palities. Until there is a more 
equitable sharing we will still 
have this problem, particu¬ 
larly in view of escalating 
costs.” 


The proposal and commit¬ 
tee’s recommendation will be 
studied in detail by caucus 
next week. 

Young told caucus Tuesday 
that an arboretum would 
make the best use of the 
building. Conversion to a con¬ 
ference centre was highly fa- 
voi-ed but Young said this 
would require extensive air 
conditioning and some forni of 
covering over the glass root. 

He said th^t every effort is 
being mad^ to retain the 
Crystal Garden buildihg 
ratther than deface it to a 
point where it was no longer 
worthy of retention.
